Obaa. Morris, who- waa preaamt Whan 
the decision was handed down, 
notifif'il the court that he would 
l7repan' iiii appeurat oiioe andT tUe 
case will 1)(> taken to the Court Of 
Appeals for final decision. 
- In renderins bia opini6n to-day 
.Tiidge Stout remarked that the 
principa/ contention of the State 
was that the Coiifeili'i ate soldiers 
should not be pensioned, as they 
bad not rendered any serviee to the 
£tate of Kentucky during the war. 
lie said that he differed from this 
ntVM, aa he halUvad that they bad 
rendered a great aerrlee and ahonld 
be pensioned. 

The constitutionality of the Con- 
federate Pension Act was argued 
to-day In the State Fiscal Court be- 
fore Judge Stout by Aaalatant At- 
tonai qa»^J|iprr(a fo;' the Bute, 
and Col. J. jr. Btoao, ComnfMoaer 
of Pensions, and Judge Jamea H. 
Haselrlgg. for the Confederate vet- 
erana. The principal speech was 
made by f"ol. stone, who stated that 
althouKh he waa not a lawyer, he 
fiilt it hisi duty to be present and 
My a word for the Confederate aol- 
dlera. 

Col. Stone preaeatad a very im- 
praaaive picture before, the court. 
He apologized to the court for bis 

awkwardness in restlnR on a crutch, 
statinK that nearly tifty years at;o 
he had lost his rlKht leK under a 
Confederate tlag on the battlelleld, 
and that he desired no other epi- 
taph to mark ha laat reatlng place 
than "He waa an honoratle Con- 
federate soldier." 

^ The principal objection to the 
\)l!l mad'' hy the State was that It 
is in violation of the Constitution, 
as it provided for the distribution 
of publte money to poraona who bad 
not rendered a public aervtce and to 
this poslllon Col. Stone took grave 
exceptions, aa he Inklsted that the 
servue of the Confederate veterans 
tightiuK to maintain the principles 
of State's rlnhts was the Kreutest 

«ervice that could have been ren- 
•rad the country. Besides, he In- 
Biatod that the aaiae principle ap- 
pUad to aU paMIe laaUtatioBa and 
that If tha Confederate penalon law 
la unconstitutional, then so is the 
law providing for the maintenance 
of asylums, normal schooU, etc. 

Col. Stoiii! said lliat the (jueition 
Of the State attackiug tlie validity 
•I tta CoMfadarata Ponaloa AQt waa 
tha Srat tlna tha ^QuaatioB had over 
batf MB«r ir^Ota VHtan at Ika 
world, where the panlaa Hor old 
soldiers bad bean atteelM4."*C'ol. 
'-^ne lold of the monuments that 
lui«l been erected to the dead he- 
roes of the Confederacy by the 
State »r Kentucky, which be said 
were flfty-tbree in all, and paid a 
tribute to tbe Daiishtare of the 
Coafederacy fftr the noble -work 
that they have done in p«rpetnat- 
ing the memory of the Confederate 
bolrilers 

iia\inu dii'puht'd t>t the prelliui- 
-nury fl^fti-nients. Col Stone then 
weut into what be calls the merits 
of the Confederatee' conteatlona 
f^i the vaMdIty of the bill, an^ !«• 
elated thai the Coafederatea were 
not aaklas for charity or privilege, 
but tliat thev hnd bouKht the riKht 
to h:'\<' lensions with their blood 
and hardshl|>8, and said "The Statu 
uf Kentucky owns it to us to kveii 
her contrabt and take care of th* 
iadlcast Mldlara tor the work tha 
Coata^atAlai .ki|yo done la l*<|y<^

ture li.'ul even uoiie Jso f,Tr an to 
|)a8B a law providiiiK tliat cotlaKes 
may hi' liiillt on the Home Bronmls 
so that the old Confederates could 
go there with their wives and spend 
the remainder of their days. 

Inaamuc^ aa the Cenfoderataa 
could not avail themaelvea of thia 
Opportunity, he Inalated that the 
pension of f 10 a month ahonld be 
granted.

May I. — "Votes 
for women" cami)aigncr8 made a 
bid for the attention of Kentucky 
school teachers to-day when they 
held a rival meettnf on a lawn ad- 
ioinlng that of tha lirat.Chrlatton 
Church, where the Kentucky Bdu- 
catlonal Aaaoclatlon Is holding Its 
annual convention. One thousand 
teaclieiH are in attendance. The 
surfraglstg had asked for a place 
on the convention program, but 
their request waa denied. Tbe auf- 
fraglate then formulated a cam- 
paign to obtala tha attaatton of the 
teachera anyhow. TO-day'« rival 
meeting waa the reault. 

As the teachers crowded about 
the doors of the convention hnll the 
suffrage speakers shouted their In- 
vitations across an alley. Many of 
the teachers came in anawer to the 
call. Several apeakera were on 
hand and followed each other In 
rapid order. Many prominent 
Loulavllle men delivered addreaaea. 
Robert .McDowell. S. J. Duncan- 
Clark, .Tohn D .White, Cloaves Kin- 
kead and Dr K L. Powoll were 
among the speakers. 

That suffrage is a big part of ed- 
ucation and deeerving of tbe cloaest 
attention and heartleat aupport by 
school taaehara, were the polnta the 
speakera made.

Sacramento, Cal . .M:i\ .Fajan 
has cabled instructions to its Am- 
baaaador at Washington, Baron 
Chlnda, to make formal protect 
agalnat the alien land bill enacted 
hy the California Legialature and 
now awaiting the alcaature of Gov- 
ernor Johnson. 

This was the word sent le ri- to 
day fiom San Francisco, followini; 
the receipt of a Tokyo cablegram 
by a Japaneae daily newapaper 
there. 

The meaaaga adda that tha po- 
altlon takoB by the Japaneae Oov- 
cmmeat la that the United States 
rT6V5TrflWghf~r8 " r^UxJIilSlTiTC "Tor ""IHe 
liiidinK of a satisfactory scdution of 
tlie sitnaiion in California under Its 
treaty olpli!;at ions 10 Jal)an. 

Describing the receipt of the 
newa from Sacramento laat night 
that tbe bill had paaaed both 
Houaea of the Legialature, the mes- 
sage says: 

"When the .Japanese people re- 
ceived the report that the alien 
land hill IkkI i>assed the California 
KeKlslature. all the people Were 
deeply disappointed." 

Tbe act, which paaaed both 
Houaea of the Legialature within S4 
houra, after bringing about one of 
the most unusual ^fuatlons hi th.e 
history of the nation, will lie on 
(iovenior .lolunon's disk witliont 
his signature until Secretary of 
State Bryan can confer with Presi- 
dent Wilaon in Washington. 

Thia will mean a delw^ of aoarly 
a weak, aa Secretary feryaa left 
here laat evening and wilt not reach 
the natlon'al capital until Wednes- 
day night or Thursday mornfnK. 

Covemor Johnson will wait, as 
he saya, '"a reasonable time" for 
whatever protests the Covernment 

may make, after which he will aign 
tha bill. He la required by law to 
alga or vote all aete paaaed up to 

him by the Legialature within 10 

days of llnal passa^'e. provided the 
enacting body remains in session 

for that lenKth of time. Othorwlaa 

he has lie days. 

It appeared to-nlKht that the 
Legialature would not adjoam un- 
til May IS or Utor. whtoh would 
roquira the Ooveraor to aet aa or 
before Tueaday, May IS. 

There Is much speculation here 
as to the next probable step to he 
taken by the tiovernment against 
the measure. It Is generally 
thought, however, that President 
Wilaon will ntete bia obiecUons 
once mora to OovoMtor iahaaoa aad 
then aaek through diplomacy te an- 
swer the proteeta from Tokyo. 

Opinion as to the effectiveness of 
the act In accompllshinK Its |)ur- 
pose, the elimination of the .la|)an- 
ese farmer. Is divided. I'ntil the 
final amendment waa adopted per- 
mitting alleaa iaellglble to dtlaea- 
ahlp to leaa* akrleultaral laada tor 
throe yearn, the meaaure waa the 
moat draatie of any that had been 
proposed. 

.Now, howevi-r. It Is asserted by 
many that It will ac<'omplisl\ little. 
Inasmuch as It doea not stipulate 
that the leases may not ha raaaw- 
ed again aad agala. 

Oovoraor Jakaaaa aad the Fro- 
greealvea regard tha meaaure aa a 
neeeasary flrat step In accompliah- 
Ing what they beiiev,' to be the de- 
sire of tile people of the Slate. 

This act eslal)lisheH the policy 
ot I tie Stale toward alien landhold- 
er.M. vv IS tueir aaswer to thaaa who 
aake4 tor a mora rigid law. 

"Twa yaara ar foar yean haaee 
It will be an eaay matter to atrike 
out tbe leaalng clause If tbe public 
demands It.

rraakfort, Ky., May S.— Tko 
Court of Appeala tkia morning r^ 
versed the Fayette Clreait Court In 

the case of the Phoenix Hotel com- 
pany SKainst the Commonwealth in 
whieh the company was fined for 
having In its possession name birds, 
the sale of which was prohibited by 
the Keatacky game laws. The ho- 
tel parekaaad tko birds ia lUinoia 
and contended tliat tka Kaatucky 
statute could apply only to the sals 
of birds killed In Kentucky. The 
content ion of the Commonwealth 
was that a federal statute forbids 
interstate traffic in game birds b^ 
tween States in which their sale ia 
prohibited. Tko hotel kad aavor 
had legal poaaoaatoa of tke birda. 

The court saya: "As the petition 
simply charged the defendant with 
havInK three nuali In its posaeealon 
duriiiK I le elosed season, and the 
answer showed that the quail were 
not killed In the State of Kentucky, 
the Circuit Court errad ia austain- 
iuK a demurrar ta tkl^ aaavar."

For inatance, the candidate must 
Me nOliatod witb tbo party on 
whoae prlmur ballot he aocks to 
have hIa name, and must Jiave sup- 
jiorted Its nominees at the last elec- 
tion. .Mso the jietilion must be 
si.yne.l liv niemliers of that parliiii- 
lar |)Rrty. and names of persons be- 
longing to some other party signed 
to the petition muat not be counted.
